Can You Apply a Bandage? 
E MAY at any moment be 
called upon to apply a band- 
age. 
The manner in which an utter 
novice does this would be amusing 
were it not for the fact that severe 
infection, hemorrhage, deformity 
and s0 on, may result from slipshod 
methods, because every type of 
bandage is designed to (1) hold «a 
dressing; (2) support a part; (3) 
exert pressure. 
In the absence of a ready-made 
bandage, tear or cut strips from any 
clean white material, a sheet, a table 
cloth, petticoat, ete., and roll quite 
tightly before using. In applying 
make a few turns tight enough to 
hold, but not enough to cause dis- 
comfort; the bandage must Ife flat 
and smooth, each turn slightly over- 
lapping the other, No gape between. 
No skin surface should be band- 
aged against skin surface. Always 
place a layer of cotton between 
(fingers, toes). In bandaging one of 
the extremities never include the 
toes or fingers, leave these 
as guides to determine the pressure 
of the bandage.
